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Ted Ryan, WB6JXY's Key Goes Silent 


Ted Ryan, WB6JXY was one of amateur radio's most prolific teachers. 
From 1964 to 2000 he tirelessly taught ham radio to 1,000s. Ted started teaching 
free licensing classes in 1964 at the San Fernando Amateur Radio Club, W6SD. 
Someone said to him, "you're pretty good at teaching. You ought to do this full 
time." He did. He taught electric shop and ham radio at John Burroughs Jr. High 
School (JB) in LA (Hancock Park) from 1970 to 1982. 


He liked to be called "grandpa." He hugged his students and called them 
"sweetheart." His enthusiasm for ham radio ignited both his young and not so 
young students' imaginations. After retiring from teaching full-time, he continued 
to teach at the Red Cross. Ted's key went silent December 27, 2005 after compli- 
cations from cancer and heart problems. 


As one of his former students and past Club President at JB, I have with his 
son Roger, AA6EA, set up a memorial webpage to honor Ted - http:// 
tedryan.bappy.com The page is a work in progress.

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Hi everybody, 
From Northern California 


My wife and I retired to Grass Valley in Northern California three years 
ago. Ham radio wasn't a high priority until I received an email from Bob, KAUEE 
telling me when they are on Peter One they will be listening on 10 meters. Ok. 
With me on a backhoe and my wife wielding a post hole digger we dug a six foot 
hole. There were some setbacks with rain, rain and more rain plus a couple days 
of snow to hinder the progress. Finally a reprieve, both in weather and the years' 
delay in the DXpedition. This gave me more time to assemble and tune my 
70's homebrew 5 element mono bander and a couple months to allow the concrete 
to dry before raising the Wilson tower. I then moved a computer to hook up the 
FT-101E and external VFO. When I turned the radio on I found dust had gotten 
into the radio and there was some smoke and a bad smell coming out of the finals 
compartment. Ok, I take everything apart and clean including the driver and 
finals tubes. After that everything worked fine except the tubes were now flat 
and only loaded to 50 watts. Then it dawned on me I had no ground so I took 30 
feet of electrical wire and went from the back of the radio to the meter box 
ground lug. W6EL Prop gave me beam headings and possible opening times. 


Daily I scanned 10 meters from 28.475, the published frequency, to 28.500. 
On February 15 at 2200Z I found them at 28.495 and worked Peter One for 10m 
country 337. It took six minutes of calling to get through with flattened finals. I 
gave him an exaggerated report of 3x2 and it took three overs to consummate the 
contact. 

Fortunately there was NO interference as usually experienced on a DX 
transmit frequency. My wife is happy it's over as now we can shut the slider 
where I had the coax, rotor cable and ground wire coming through.

Ham radio fans to convene in Visalia

A worldwide gathering of ham radio operators is scheduled this week 
end at the Visalia Holiday Inn, with exhibits, seminars, drawings and lots 
of socializing. 

It's the 57th Annual International DX Convention sponsored 
by the 

Southern California DX club, spokesman Arthur Holub 
said. It runs 

Friday through Sunday. 


"There is the Northern California DX and the Southern 
California DX, 

and what better place to meet than in Visalia," he said. 
He said he expects around 600 participants. 

DX, he said, means distance, and that explains the purpose of the 
club, a group of people who talk to other people around the world 
over their radios. 

It might seem like a pastime whose time has passed since the dawn of 
the Internet and the ability to communicate via satellite. 

But he said there are social and technical aspects to it that the 
Internet doesn't have. 

"In case of an international emergency, we have very good and 
powerful radio stations that our members operate in their homes, and 
they're able to talk to people all over the world," he said, citing 

as an example Hurricane Katrina on the Gulf Coast late last summer. 
"Many times it's the only way you can communicate." 

He said the typical ham radio operator is "sort of a special breed, 
and a very serious amateur." 

Exhibits and displays are open from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Friday, and a 
series of forums and lectures are scheduled between 10 a.m. and 4 
p.m. Saturday. Manufacturer reps will be available to answer 
technical questions about equipment. 

The event wraps up after a farewell breakfast on Sunday. 
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THE INVISIBLE DX CLUB 


The Southern California DX Club is the premiere DX association in South- 
ern California and boasts a large membership of over 150 active, dues paying and 
charter members and more than 15 honorary members from all over the world. A 
large percentage of our members are on the DXCC honor roll and are highly 
ranked for other DX awards sponsored by the ARRL, IOTA and CQ magazine. 
We count among our constituents accomplished Dxers who have participated in 
major expeditions and IOTA operations. We have been very successful with the 
Visalia DX convention, but we share this venue with other organizations in Ari- 
zona and California; thus, it is not solely linked to SCDXC but to Dxers on the 
left coast. 


Outside of California, I think we are little recognized. How could we im- 
prove our stature in the world of DX? A possible route to more conspicuous no- 
tice could be to contribute directly to major Dxpeditions like other smaller DX 
clubs and contest clubs instead of sending funds to the NCDXF. The membership 
will be polled for opinions and the board may consider this proposal. Seeing our 
club logo along with those of the Lone Star DX Association, the Southeastern DX 
club, the Carolina DX Association, the National Capitol DX Association, etc. or at 
least being recognized on the card along with the Virginia DX Century Club, the 
Ft. Wayne DX Association, the North Florida DX Association, the Mile-Hi DX 
Association, etc. on the thousands of QSL cards that are sent out after a major ex- 
pedition would be a step in the direction of higher visibility. 


Another course of action could be to prominently display our club logo on 
our own QSL cards. There are many organizations that encourage their members 
to use a club card design like the Frankford Radio Club, the Yankee Clipper con- 
test club andthe ARRL. There are several members of our club (N6HC, W6IRD, 
K6IRD, K6YUI among others) that send QSL cards with our flag logo proudly 
exhibited in red, white, blue and black. Think about how many QSL cards all the 
members of our club mail around the world every year. Could there be an easier 
way to promote the SCDXC in the eyes of the DX community?

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My club card is no more expensive than the generic color QSL through 
W4MPY printing (I have no financial relationship with “Wimpy”) and I am sure 
that any printer could incorporate the SCDXC logo into any QSL card design. 
The next time you need to order QSL cards, think about honoring our club. 


Although only a handful of our members “seriously” and actively partici- 
pate in DX contests, many of us jump into the fray to join the fun for a few hours. 
In addition to adding those contacts to your general logging program also consider 
sending a copy of your log to the contest sponsor. Identify yourself as a member 
of SCDXC and request that your score be added to other SCDXC members who 
submit logs. Your contest score added to other submissions gets our club listed in 
the final tally. It would be gratifying to be the highest scoring club, but the true 
goal is to get our organization’s name into the mix. If you need any help, the ac- 
tive contesters in the club can give you guidance on how to present your log to 
the sponsor. 


We have an extremely talented and sophisticated pool of active members in 
our club who could suggest other methods of promoting the SCDXC. Let’s not 
be provincial. Think BIG! When the worldwide DX community thinks of enter- 
prising, enthusiastic and dynamic DX- related organizations, we want them to in- 
clude the Southern California DX Club among the elite.

NGC 2440: Cocoon of a New White Dwarf 
Credit: H. Bond (STScI), R. Ciardullo (PSU), WFPC2, HST, NASA 


Explanation: Like a butterfly, a white dwarf star begins its life by casting off a 
cocoon that enclosed its former self. In this analogy, however, the Sun would be a 
caterpillar and the ejected shell of gas would become the prettiest of all! In the 
above cocoon, the planetary nebula designated NGC 2440, contains one of the 
hottest white dwarf stars known. The white dwarf can be seen as the bright dot 


near the photo's center. Our Sun will eventually become a "white dwarf butterfly", 
but not for another 5 billion years. The above false color image was post- 


processed by Forrest Hamilton. 
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
